In its issue of 25th September, the “ Monetary Times ” (Toronto) 
British Dry writes as follows with regard to the effect on 
Goods the dry goods trade in Canada of the surtax on 
German goods :—‘‘ Dry goods are a branch of 
trade in which the influence of the recently imposed surtax on 
imports from Germany will be particularly felt. We say ‘ will be,’ 
because in the majority of cases stocks of such goods are only now 
becoming exhausted and were bought before the surtax came into 
force. ‘These importations mainly comprise such goods as clothing, 
embroideries, coloured cotton fabrics, hosiery, velvets, &c., these 
items in 1902 totalling in value nearly 244,000 dols.; fancy 
articles such as birds, fringes, lace and nettings, toys, ornaments, 
&c., amounting to 392,000 dols; fur manufactures, 359,000 dols. ; 
gloves and mitts, 165,000 dols. ; silk manufactures, 363,000 dolls. ; 
wool socks, yarns and clothing, &c., 884,000 dols. Altogether, 
quite an imposing list. 

“Tt is an interesting question what will be the exact effect of 
the additional duty on such goods coming from Germany. The 
difference it must needs make will certainly be marked in 
sufficiently large measure, and British manufacturers ought to 
reap considerable advantage. . . .” 


AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


A recent report by the Canadian Commercial Agent at Melbourne 

states that Victoria was one of the States 

Vehicles. which, prior to the Commonwealth Customs 

Tariff coming into force, on account of its high 

duty practically left its “carriage trade” in the hands of the 

local manufacturer who had to import, in an unfinished state, 

nearly all the materials required. Owing to the present uniform 

duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem quite an impetus has been caused 

in the importation of this class of goods, and, in the opinion of the 
Commercial Agent, it opens a wide field for future development.

' p. 339 of the ‘“ Board of Trade Journal” of 
weening Cones soup, August, the following has been received 
mane one through the correspondent in that island of the 
Removing Kernel. (oy mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade :— 

‘It is questionable if a machine can be devised to remove the 
kernel of the split nut on account of the different degrees of 
tenacity with which the kernel holds to the shell. This, however, 
is a small matter, compared to the splitting of the nut. 

“The cost of splitting nuts and removing and bagging the kernel 
as described ” (very much as in the issue of the “ Journal” referred 
to above) “is 9c. (44d.) per 100 lbs. kernel, or 45 c. (1s. 103d.) 
per 1,000 nuts, 1,000 nuts yielding on an average 500 lbs. kernel. 


To open 1,000 nuts is a good day’s work for one man. 
2 * ** . 


“ ‘The essentials of a cocoanut splitting machine which are gener- 
ally overlooked are (1) portability, which necessitates the splitting 
machine and motor being one unit, and (2) simplicity of operation. 

‘‘ 1. Husks and shells constitute 75 per cent. of the total weight 
of the nut, and about 85 per cent. of the bulk, hence the necessity 
of carrying the machine to the nuts and not the reverse as was 
attempted hitherto. As the crop per picking does not exceed 
800 lbs. of kernel per acre, tram lines or even good roads are 
obviously out of the question on a cocoanut estate. 

“For these reasons, to satisfy the cocoanut planter a splitting 
machine with motor should not exceed 10 ewts., so that with cart 
or truck the total weight should not exceed 16 cwts. 

“2. Skilled labour on cocoanut estates is not of high quality, is 
unreliable, and expensive, so both motor and machine should be of 
simple construction and not liable to get out of order even when 
operated by unskilled labour. 

‘“ Notwithstanding the available supply of cheap fuel in the shape 
of husks and shells, a steam plant has serious disadvantages on 
account of the danger of having the boiler under the care of an 
unreliable attendant, the difficulty of getting good water in many 
places, and its weight ; the preference would therefore be given to 
an oil engine as motor wherever it is possible to get crude oil at 
a reasonable price. 

‘The most serviceable size of machine would be one of .a capacity 
of about 8,000 nuts per day, which would deal with a crop of 
2,000,000 nuts per year, work generally being carried on for ten 
months per annum on cocoanut estates.”

Consul-General at Warsaw, a report on 
SOE. 4, Agricultural Show held at Dvinsk, from 

8th to 21st September last, from which it appears that very little 
business was done at the Show, which quite failed to realise the 
practical objects for which it was held. The cattle section con- 
tained several very fine exhibits of imported cattle, Swiss and 
Dutch, but none of the cattle common in general throughout the 
district. Of horses, sheep, pigs and poultry the exhibits were few 
and poor. The dairy farming section was exceedingly good ; this 
branch of agricultural industry being far in advent of dairy 
farming in any other part of the Russian Empire. The agricul- 
tural machinery section was small, but the exhibits were good and 


well chosen, being chiefly emanes: and American. 
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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

Canary Islands—H.M. Consul at Teneriffe, in his recent report 
(Foreign Office, Annual Serves, 3,088), states, with reference to the 
import trade of the Canary Islands, that few commercial travellers 
representing British firms go to these islands. It is, however, 
doubtful whether material advantage would accrue from more 
frequent visits. Almost the entire import trade is done through 
local commission agents, who have a thorough knowledge of the 
goods they represent and also of the requirements of the cus- 
tomers—a knowledge, it may be said, which no _ occasional 
traveller could be expected to possess. The British firms which 
do business with these islands are well represented by both 
British and Spanish agents, who are kept well supplied with 
samples from home. These agents are most energetic, and cer- 
tainly cannot be accused of wilful blindness to the needs of the 
market ; and, when it is remembered that it is extremely difficult 
for a stranger to ascertain more than approximately the credit 
and standing of those with whem he wishes to do business, the 
present system does not seem so antiquated and defective. 

Hayti.—In his recent report to the Foreign Office (Annual Series, 
3,091), the Acting British Consul-General at Port-au-Prince, 
writing as to the causes of the decline of British trade with Hayti, 
says that formerly, the greater part of the trade and shipping of 
that country was in British hands, but with the growth of German 
commerce and industry, an increasing import trade in the products 
of Hayti sprang up in Hamburg, and consequently mercantile 
correspondence began to be carried on in German. German clerks 
capable of writing English and French began to replace the 
British clerks, and these German clerks became partners and heads 
of firms. The few British firms still remaining have German clerks. 

The Acting Consul-General adds that some British manufacturers 
look upon Hayti mainly as a place where they can get rid of their 
surplus stock, and do not seem to care much whether the article 
sent is likely to meet with favour. Foreign manufacturers, on the 
other hand, give careful attention to the needs of the country. 

Further on in his report, the Acting Consul-General writes :— 

“It cannot be too strongly insisted upon that where we have 
lost the trade in any particular article in this country, it is not 
generally because the foreigner has produced something cheaper or 
better, but because our own manufacturers have not taken the 
trouble to push the trade.”

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TRADE AND AGRICULTURE OF THE BRITISH 
CENTRAL AFRICA PROTECTORATE. 


The following particulars relating to the trade and agriculture 
of the British Central Africa Protectorate for the year 1902-3 are 
extracted from a report* by Major F. B. Pearce, Acting Commis- 
sioner at Zomba :— 

In the total imports of the Protectorate, excluding specie, there 
is an increase of 15,198/., the figures being 143,790/., as compared 
with. 128,592/. last year. The total exports have increased to 
34,765/. from 21,7391. last vear, an increase of 13,0267. There is 
thus a net increase of 28,224/. on the total imports and exports 
(excluding specie) for the year 1902-3. 

The amount of goods passing through the Protectorate inwards 
and outwards in transit is 74,684/., or 23,649]. more than last year, 
owing to an increase of 13,456. in “ Imports in Transit,” and to 
the large balance of goods in transit “ Outwards” from 1901-2 
passing out of the Protectorate in 1902-3.

The foregoing list is remarkable as containing the first mention 
of the export of cotton, a product from which much is now 
expected by the planters within the Protectorate. 


Local Trade—The stores of the trading firms in Blantyre, 
Zomba, and other important centres generally possess a large 
variety of goods, and it is possible to obtain nearly everything 
that is required for household or domestic purposes. In addition 
to these necessities, most of the firms keep a supply of what may 
be termed luxuries, and some of the larger firms keep a good 
supply of all kinds of building materials such as cement, paint, 
glass and timber. 

An increasing trade is done with the natives, and white 
unbleached calico finds a ready sale as retailed at 3d. per yard. 
Nearly all the calico used is of English manufacture, the African 
native not at all caring for a too flimsy material. Besides white 
calico, the natives purchase in increasing quantities blue calico, 
bright coloured cotton waist cloths of generally a large check 
pattern, cheap leather belts, knives, matches, salt, and in the case 
of more advanced natives, cheap lamps, looking-glasses, snuff 
boxes with the mirror top, and leather purses. A large number 
of the educated natives also now buy such things as jams, sardines, 
and tinned meats, and waistcoats. Cheap iron hoes and tin boxes 
or trunks with a lock are also much sought after, but the price 
has to be extremely low to come within the means of a native 
purchaser. 

As regards trade by Indian merchants within the Protectorate, 
the following notes may be of interest :-— 

Staple goods are blue, red, and white calico, fancy prints, hand- 
kerchiefs, umbrellas, blankets. <A little hardware, such as cheap 
lamps, hoes, basins, &c. Provisions in small quantity—e.v., 
biscuits, tinned milk, sweets—are also on sale.

most important goods for natives. Beads are not nearly in such 
demand as formerly. Paraffin oil comes almost exclusively vd 
Bombay from Batoum in Russia. It is brought in dhows to 
Quilimane or Chinde, and thence up the river in boats. 

The firms trading within the Protectorate may be scheduled as 
follows :—British, 32; German, 8; Portuguese, 1; Dutch, 1; 
Indian traders, 31. 

In this connection may be mentioned that during the past year 
an enterprising Hamburg firm sent a representive as traveller to 
the Protectorate with no less than 8,000 different samples of 
hardware, soft goods, and goods suitable for sale to natives. It is 
believed that this traveller has done satisfactory business amongst 
the European and Indian traders of the Protectorate. 


General trade conditions.—-The development of the trade of the 
Protectorate still suffers from a want of a market close at hand, as 
the freights on produce are so heavy as to nearly swallow up any 
profits. To all intents and purposes the whole of South Africa, 
British and otherwise, is closed against the entry of the Protecto- 
rate products, as, owing to freight and the heavy import duties 
exacted, nothing yet grown, except perhaps tobacco, in spite of 
the extraordinary low rate of wages in the Protectorate, can 
produce a profit which will make it worth while for planters and 
others to supply part of the needs of South Africa. 


Transport.—A number of firms combine with the ordinary sale 
of goods a transport service both within the Protectorate and for 
through transit to neighbouring territories belonging to Portugal, 
Germany, Congo Free State, together with North-eastern Rhodesia. 
This transport service, which is of very great importance to the 
Protectorate, is carried on by means of 17 steamers on the lower 
river and barges; within the Protectorate by means of native 
carriers, ox waggons, and motor waggons. On Lake Nyasa the 
transport is done by six steamers, and in the Protectorate (to 
Tanganyika, Congo Free State territory, and North-eastern 
Rhodesia) by means of carriers and a steamer on Lake Tanganyika.

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COTTON INDUSTRY IN TURKESTAN. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
despatch from H.M. Ambassador at St. Petersburg, enclosing a 
translation of an article in the “ Novoe Vremya” by a well-known 
economist, Mr. A. Gurief, arguing in favour of the development of 
a flax industry in Central Russia, and against the Government 
spending more money on the cotton industry in Turkestan. The 
following paragraphs may be of interest :— 

‘“‘ You are demanding at the present time fresh sacrifices for the 
development of the Turkestan cotton industry. In order to supply 
all the demand for cotton, it will be necessary to spend about 
70 million roubles from the tax resources of the Empire on the 
irrigation of Turkestan, and on the threshold of this new self- 
sacrifice it is not out of place to consider what was the former 
position of these districts that have been so dandled and cherished 
by us. 

“ Until the birth of the ‘cotton policy,’ Turkestan was literally 
a country of beggars, but we set ourselves to pamper it, and in 
some ten years Turkestan from being, on the testimony of local 
chiefs, an insignificant country in respect of her economic relations, 
was rapidly converted to one of the most valuable portions of the 
State territory. The cultivated areas of Turkestan rapidly grew, 
in ten years they had doubled; the income of the districts exceeded 
100 million roubles, whilst the commercial turnover of the 
towns was calculated at 10 million roubles. 

‘“* Now, how had this prosperity been brought about, and by 
what was it supported? It was produced by cotton and supported 
by astounding financial privileges. At this time we paid the 
population of Turkestan about 400 million roubles for cotton 
exported thence. In 20 years this tribute equalled the famous 
five milliards paid by France as war contribution. Notwithstand- 
ing this enormous influx of wealth, Turkestan not only did not 
begin to make good the sacrifices borne by Russia for her economic 
development, but up till now has demanded supplementary dis- 
bursements in the budget of the latter’s current administration. 
The deficits of Turkestan, exclusive of the expenditure of conquest, 
exceeded 150 million roubles, which were paid from the general 
resources of the Empire. From the Crown revenues collected in 
Turkestan not one copeck entered the State treasury to cover the 
State debt, &c. All that was received was spent on the spot, and 
additional payments were demanded from the general resources of 
the country, constituting, as it were, a premium in favour of the 
native population of 60 copecks a head.” 

The native population of Turkestan Mr. Gurief gives at 


4,000,000, and the Russian as 70,000.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


The Board of Agriculture have issued an Order, entitled the 
eo aay ea Foreign Animals Order of 1903,” regulating 
Or nt of 1903. the introduction into Great Britain of animals 
from foreign countries and British Possessions. 
The Order prohibits the introduction of swine from the United 
States, and of all animals from certain foreign countries and 
British Possessions specified in a Schedule to the Order. It 
further revokes a large number of previous Orders, and lays down 
detailed regulations for the landing, examination, and disposals of 
animals and of carcases, &c. 

The Order came into operation on the Ist August last, and may 
be seen by persons interested on application at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 50, Parliament 
Street, S.W., any day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. 


(Saturdays, 10 a.m. to 1 p-m.).

DOMINION OF CANADA.

Cattle Quarantine ©, Jer-in-Council, dated 1st August, 1903, 
Regulations. . :

The present Order-in-Council amends section 6 of the original 
Order-in-Council of 25th January, 1897, with the effect that the 
probationary quarantine for cattle imported from Great Britain, 
Ireland, and the Channel Islands is reduced from 90 to 60 days, 
counting from the day of shipment.

Regulations Government Gazette” of 11th September last, 
containing a Government Notice (No. 993 of 
under the = 1903), laying down th lations to b 
weenie ying down the regulations to be 
seit titiiniaeen observed under Section 13 of the Merchandise 
1903 ’ Marks Act of 1903 respecting the importation 
of goods into the Transvaal. 

Goods prohibited to be imported, as having applied to them 
forged trade marks, false trade descriptions, or figures, letters, 
marks, names, words or descriptions otherwise illegal, which upon 
examination may be detected by the officers of Customs, are to be 
detained by them without the requirement of previous information. 

In giving information with a view to detection at destination, 
an informant must fulfil the following conditions, viz. :— 

(a) He must give to the Director or Principal Officer of Customs 
of the port of expected importation, notice in writing, stating :— 
The marks and numbers, or other descriptions, sufficient for their 
identification of the packages and goods, the mode of conveyance, 
the manner in which the goods infringe the Ordinance, and the 
expected day of the arrival of the goods. 

(6) He must deposit with the Director or Principal Officer a sum 
sufficient, in the opinion of that officer, to cover any additional 
expense which may be incurred in the examination required by 
reason of his notice. 

If there is found to exist no cause for their detention they will 
be delivered. 

If the Principal Officer of Customs is not satisfied, he will either 
detain the goods or require security from the informant for reim- 
bursing all expenses and damages incurred. The security required 
must be an immediate ad valorem deposit of 101. per cent. on the 
value of the goods as fixed by the officer, and subsequently a bond 
is required to be completed within four days in double the value of 
the goods, with two approved securities.

Africa Protectorate on 2nd July last. 

The following are the provisions of the present Ordinance :— 

1. No tax shall be payable, under the Gun Tax Regulations, 
No. 13 of 1902, in respect of: any gun possessed by a recognised 
dealer in fire-arms, solely for the purpose of sale within the East 
Africa Protectorate. 

2. All guns imported solely for the purpose of sale shall be 
registered as such at the office of a Sub-Commissioner. 

3. A Sub-Commissioner, or such person or persons as may be 
appointed by a Sub-Commissioner for the purpose, shall have 
power at all times to inspect any gun or guns possessed solely for 
the purpose of sale.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The following Decisions affecting the application of the Customs 
Tariff and Customs Regulations of the United 
Customs Decisions. States have recently been issued by the Treasury 
Department at Washington for the guidance of 
Customs officers and others :— 

Landing of perishable cargoes requiring immediate delivery.—A 
special permit authorising the immediate landing and delivery of 
tropical fruits of a perishable nature, fresh fish, fresh lobsters, 
newspapers, and plates intended for immediate use in reprinting 
newspapers, may be issued in advance of the arrival of the importing 
vessel at port, upon the written application of the importer and 
his affidavit accompanying such application to be filed with the 
collector at the port of entry. 

A sum equal to double the amount of the approximate duties 
payable must be deposited by the importer with the collector before 
the issue of the special permit. 


Crystal painted intaglios made of semispherical rock crystal, 
polished, the flat surfaces of which have been cut intaglio in 
designs of animal heads and tke intaglio cuttings painted in living 
colours, are dutiable at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem as 
‘manufactures of rock crystal” under paragraph 1105 of the Tariff. 


Philosophical and scientific articles for institutions, &c.—Revised 
regulations for the free importation of philosophical and scientific 
apparatus, instruments, &c., imported for the use and by order of 
colleges, academies, &c., under paragraph 638 of the Tariff, are 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—continued. 


given in a recent Circular of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, together with lists of articles which have been held to be 
scientific (free of duty), and non-scientific (dutiable). The Circular 
may be seen by those interested on application at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 


Importation of foreign wild animals and birds.—The following 
regulations have been made under sec. 2 of the Act of 25th May, 
1900, relating to the importation of foreign wild animals and 
birds. | 

Any person contemplating the importation of any foreign wild 
animals or wild birds must first obtain from the Department of 
Agriculture a permit stating the number of each species of animals 
or birds to be imported, naming the port of importation at which 
the animals and birds are to be landed, the approximate date of 
their arrival, and the purpose for which said animals and birds are 
imported, whether to be liberated or kept in captivity, and whether 
for propagation, exhibition, or other purposes; which permit is 
to be surrendered to the collector at the port of entry. 

Permits are not required for domesticated birds, such as chickens, 
ducks, geese, guinea fowl, peafowl, pigeons, or canaries; for 
parrots (including cockatoos, love birds, macaws, and parakeets) ; 
or for natural history specimens for museums or scientific collec- 
tions. Permits must be obtained for all wild species of pigeons 
and ducks, and when domesticated as well as wild birds are 
included in the same shipment, all the species should be mentioned 
in the letter of application, in order to avoid any misunderstanding 
as to the term “domesticated.” Until further notice, permits will 
not be required for the following mammals, birds, and reptiles, 
commonly imported for purposes of exhibition :— 


Mammals.—Ant-eaters, armadillos, bears, chimpanzees, elephants, 
hippopotamuses, hyenas, Jaguars, kangaroos, leopards, lions, lynxes, 
manatees, monkeys, ocelots, orang-utans, panthers, raccoons, 
rhinoceroses, sea lions, seals, sloths, tapirs, tigers, or wild cats. 

Birds.—Swans, wild doves, or wild pigeons of any kind. 

Reptiles.—Alligators, lizards, snakes, tortoises, or other reptiles. 

The introduction of the English or Eurcpean house sparrow, the 
starling, the fruit bat or flying fox, and the mongoose, is abso- 
lutely prohibited. 

Landing of live-stock, or animals of any kind, from the Philip- 
pine Islands, at any port of the United States, is prohibited.

Protest on reliquidation.—In construing Section 14 of the 
Customs Administrative Act of 1890, which requires that protests 
must be made within ten days after liquidation of the entry cover- 
ing the merchandise to which the protest relates, it is held that a 
voluntary reliquidation of an entry by a collector, which results in 
a change in the rate or the amount of duty, is, for the purpose of 
filing protests, to be considered as an abandonment of any earlier 
liquidation, and as reopening the whole entry so that protest can 
legally be made against the decision of the collector in any par- 
ticular, even though his decision passed unchallenged by protest 
when the entry was previously liquidated. 

Rebates of duty on coal_—The provisions of the Act of Congress 
entitled “ An Act to provide rebates of duty on coal and for other 
purposes,” approved January 15th, 1903 (see “ Board of Trade 
Journal” for 22nd January, 1903, p. 167), are not applicable to 
coal which had been brought within the limits of a port of entry 
prior to 15th January, 1903. 

Engraved steel plates mounted on a table top like a frame, and 
used in the manufacture of plate glass, are dutiable under the pro- 
vision in paragraph 135 of the Tariff for ‘‘ plates and steel in all 
forms and shapes not specially provided for,” and not under para- 
graph 193. 

License to unlade at night.— Article 1,641 of the Customs Regu- 
lations of 1899, relating to the duties of discharging inspectors, is 
modified so as to read as follows :— 

Article 1,641.—They will not unlade or deliver goods direct from 
a foreign port before the hour of sunrise or after the hour of 
sunset, except upon a special license issued to the vessel whose 
discharge by night is desired. 

The concluding sentence of the paragraph as published in the 
Regulations, relating to goods to be transported in bond, is 
expunged. 

Plain wire fish-hooks without any attachments are dutiable under 
paragraph 137 of the Tariff, and not under paragraph 193. 

Spangled horsehair trimmings.—Horsehair is not wool within 
the meaning of paragraph 383 of the Tariff. Trimmings of horse- 
hair, spangled, are accordingly dutiable under paragraph 408 of 
the Tariff as “articles not specially provided for . . . . composed 

. in partof .... spangles,” and not under paragraph 371. 

Measurement of files.—In finding the length of files, in order to 

determine the rate of duty to which they are liable under paragraph 





156 of the Tariff, there should be included in the measurement the

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distance from the heel (the part where the tang begins) of the file 
to its point (the opposite end) excluding the tang; but no portion 
of the file except the tang is to be excluded. 

Invowes—The term “ invoice ” in Section 23 of the Act of 10th 
June, 1890, means the Consular invoice or invoice required by law 
to be produced with the entry. 


Glass arriwing broken.—All the packages of an invoice of plate 
and window glass arrived, but part of the contents were found to 
have been broken on the voyage. The Treasury Department have 
decided that the breakage cannot be treated as a shortage or non- 
importation, for the reason that the total contents of no one package 
representing a specific item of the invoice was destroyed and 
rendered worthless, and that as the damaged portion did not 
amount to 10 per cent. or more of the total Consular invoice value 
or quantity the same could not legally be abandoned. 

Books, unbound—quarterly publications.—A fine art quarterly 
publication consisting of sheets containing pictures in colours 
taken from private collections, together with descriptive printed 
matter, the sheets not being stitched, but placed loosely in a 
printed paper-board cover in the nature of a portfolio, is dutiable 
under paragraph 403 of the Tariff at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem, and is not exempt from duty as “a periodical,” under 
paragraph 621. 

Currants imported in an uncleaned condition are dutiable at the 
rate of 2 cents per pound under the provision for “ currants ” in 
paragraph 264 of the Tariff, without any deduction on account of 
the dirt or other impurities contained therein.

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY: 


GERMANY. 


In his recent report to the Foreign Office, H.M. Consul-General at 
Berlin observes that the question as to whether 
the Westphalian Coal Syndicate will be renewed 
or not is one of paramount importance to the 
German coal industry. This syndicate controls about 85 per cent. 
of the Westphalian output, and, approximately, 45 per cent. of the 
entire German coal production. During the first half of 1903 the 
syndicated mines produced 25,500,000 tons, against over 23,000,000 
tons last year, 2.e., 10°14 per cent. more, the total shipments of 
Westphalian coal having increased in the same period by about 
12°5 per cent. At present the syndicate includes the great 
majority of the Westphalian coal mines; during the last few years, 
however, it has encountered severe competition from a few very 
powerful collieries not belonging to the combine. To induce these 
collieries to join the syndicate is one of the principal objects of the 
negotiations now* being conducted ; further important points will 
be to effect a satisfactory solution of the difficulties experienced 
with the so-called ‘‘ Hiittenzechen,” 7.e., coal mines owned by iron 
and steel works, and also to provide against any serious competi- 
tion in the future from the opening of new mines. 

The amalgamation of the Coke Syndicate and the Patent Fuel 
Syndicate (Brikettverkaufsverein) with the Coal Syndicate seems 
to be assured. Both these syndicates were already closely allied 
to the Coal Syndicate, but under the new arrangement they will 
form Perera ian, ra of the Coal Syndicate. The members of the 
Coal Syndicate and the Patent Fuel Syndicate will, on the whole, 
retain their present position, especially as regards their partici- 
pation. 

With regard to the iron industry, the Consul-General states that 
the Rolled Wire Syndicate has reduced the production for the 
third quarter by 5 percent. for common ingot iron and rolled wire. 

The formation of a German Steel Syndicate (Stahlverband) is 
expected to take place before the end of the year. One of the 
objects of this syndicate will be the regulation of the export of 
iron and steel, which, as a rule, has not been hitherto controlled by 
most of the existing syndicates in this industry. It is proposed 
to inaugurate a system for settlements between home and foreign 
sales, and to determine the mode of fixing the participation quota 
of the individual works belonging to the combine. 

The raw iron syndicates of Westphalia and Upper Silesia are 
negotiating for a price convention and a limitation of their 
respective business spheres, and these negotiations are expected to 
be successful. 

Negotiations for the renewal of the Rough Sheet Iron Syndicate 
terminating next year were resumed in June. (Foreign Office,

There has been an in- 
creased export lately (19035); at Jacmel the price is 6c. paper 
per lb. of seeds; 3 lbs. of seeds make 1 lb. of cotton. ‘The waste 
is also exported. As soon as coffee rises in price the gathering of 
cotton will again be abandoned. 
The quantity of cotton exported from Hayti during the period 
Ist October, 1901, to 30th September, 1902, amounted to 
1,725,633 lbs.

RUSSIA. 


A despatch has been received at the Board of Trade, through the 

Trade in Foreign Office, from the Acting British Com- 

eeintiien mercial Agent at Moscow, reporting that the 

: Russian Ministry of Finance has collected the 

following information as to the trade in lamb-skins (Astrakhan) in 
Russia. 

The export of raw skins to Germany is diminishing (2,246 tons 
in 1893, 1,677 tons in 1902). This is explained by the improve- 
ment in the skin-dyeing industry in Russia. The skins are mainly 
bought at the Nijni-Novgorod fair, but little being done in Moscow. 
Skins to the amount of 2 to 3 million roubles per annum now go 
direct from Bokhara to the Leipzig firms. 

A very large proportion of the skins at the Nijni fair is pur- 
chased by agents for Leipzig, France, and, of late years, for 
America. 

The loan and discount bank of Persia affirms that the amount 
of skins collected in Central Asia and North Persia has decreased

in the last ten years by 30 to 50 per cent., as it is now considered 
more profitable to grow wheat, cotton, or engage in the silk industry. 
The cost of the skins during the last five years has increased by 
90 to 75 per cent. 
The bank estimates the average amount of skins from Russian 
Central Asia and from North Persia at 11,155,000 roubles, of 


which North Persia contributes 2,580,000 roubles.

A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office, from H.M. 
Trade with Persia Ambassador at St. Petersburg, forwarding a 
and Afphanistan translation of an article which appeared in the 
* ©Transcaspian Gazette,’ of 3rd/16th Sep- 
tember, in which the writer, after giving statistics of the trade 
between Russia on the one hand and Persia and Afghanistan on 
the other, laments the heavy excess of imports from the latter 
countries into Russia over her exports to them. In 1891 the value 
of goods imported into Russia from Persia amounted to 9,919,423 
roubles, and of goods exported to Persia, 9,956,891 roubles, whilst 
in 1901 the figures were 25,481,931 and 23,486,446 roubles 
respectively. With regard to Afghanistan, in 1895 (the year in 
which commercial relations began), the value of imports into 
Russia amounted to 2,485,842 roubles, whilst in 1901 the value 
had only increased to 2,951,809 roubles. The export trade is 
not in a more satisfactory position. In 1896, Russian goods 
exported to Afghanistan amounted in value to 906,571 roubles; in 
1901 the figures were 1,196,829 roubles.

GERMANY. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
Chemical a despatch from H.M. Consul-General at 
. Hamburg transmitting a memorandum on the 
Industries. condition of chemical industries in Germany, 
in which, speaking of the remarkable development of these 
industries during the latter part of the last century, he writes :-— 
“There can be no doubt that, to a certain degree, this result 
has been due to the economic policy followed in Germany during 
the last decade ; and that a judiciously arranged Customs Tariff— 
which, whilst admitting most chemical primary materials duty free, 
has protected the weaker branches of industry by more or less high 
import duties on competing foreign chemical products—has con- 
tributed towards the development of German chemical industries. 
At the same time, however, it must be borne in mind, that there 
are other causes to which the same should likewise be ascribed. 
Efficiency in the knowledge of chemistry attained after a long and 
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thorough training in one of the many excellent state-aided 
educational establishments of this country, unabated study and 
research after entering practical life, with constant attention to 
the progress of chemical and physical science all over the world, 
on the part of the technical staff of German chemical factories, 
combined with a thorough business knowledge on the part of the 
commercial managers—these certainly have had an important 
share in placing German chemical industry in its present pre- 
dominant position.” 

H.M. Consul-General gives the rates of dividend paid by 61 of 
the prominent German chemical works during each of the last 
three years, from which it appears that only in very few cases has 
there been any falling-off. On the whole, the rate of dividend 
paid has been a comparatively high one; that is to say, the 
average rate for the 61 factories mentioned for 1902 was 8 ,5,ths 
per cent., whilst in the case of 24 factories it exceeded 10 per cent.

Newcastle and Gateshead—At the monthly meeting of the 
Newcastle and Gateshead Chamber of Commerce, Mr. W.S. Daglish 
presiding, the Secretary stated that he had received notice from 
the Treasury, in reply to the application of the Chamber, that any 
bond given with reference to the exportation of coal or the carriage 
of coal coastwise, would now be exempt from stamp duty. 

In reference to the complaints of the delay in the telephonic 
communication between Newcastle and Glasgow, a letter had been 
received from the Postmaster-General stating that efforts were 
being made to improve the condition of the wires, and that it was 
intended shortly to proceed with the erection of additional trunk 
wires to meet the increasing traffic between Newcastle and 
Glasgow.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH — 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 189Y, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the ‘duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., and (subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, 
Statistical, and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the 
direction of Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, 
on application being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics: Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs: Excise and 
“Consumption”? Duties: Port, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues, and other 
Charges on Shipping: Customs Regulations: Consular Fees: Forms of 
Certificates of Origin: Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers: 
Trading Licences: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender: 
Foreign and Colonial Bounties: Lists of firms abroad engaged in 
particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning’ of the present year, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 
is now conducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The question of transferring the headquarters of this Branch 
from Westminster to the City is receiving the attention of the Board of 
Trade, and meanwhile verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch | 
through the Temporary Enquiry Office which has been opened in the City 
Branch of the Imperial Institute at 49, Eastcheap, E.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at the City Branch. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is. conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal ” is now issued weekly at the price of 1d. In future, periodical 
supplements to the “ Board of Trade Journal” will be issued, containing 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington.
